tants of this County of Yorke) ſpread abroad in the Countyy 
which we conceive to beagreart wrong and ſcandall'to all wet 
affe&ed perſons, not onely in refpe& of the matter cthereoty 
which we utterly diſlike,1s laying an imputation on the Parlias 
ment, in not giving life to the Lawes of the Land, and in chars 
ging them to be the cauſe of the diſtra&ions of this Kirgdome: 
Bur alſo that it was never preſented co the Country at the gene» 
rall meeting the 3,of /ume,albeit it was printed the next day, & 
fince read in divers Churches, We whoſe names as here ſubſcri- 
bed , doc hereby make our Proteſtation againſt the ſaid Petition, 
a$no way ever approved on by us , or agreeing with our ſence, 
And we doe hereby further declare, that wee (ball ( according 
to our Proteſtation lately taken by us) with our lives and for«' 
tunes defend his Majelties Royal! Perſon , Honour and Eſtate, 
and alſo the power and priviledge of Parliament » together with 
the rights and liberties of the SubjeRts ; of which Rights and 
Liberties wee conceive the Priviledges of Parliament to bz the"
